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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. With 
regard to claims 1, 12, 26, and 27, applicant asserts that Kristol "does not indicate which targets have received multicast information" 
and "there is no indication of targets in the consolidated status message." With regard to claims 29 and 30, applicant argues that Kristol 
"does not disclose indicating particular targets, and therefore cannot indicate ports of particular targets." Lastly, with regard to claim 11, 
applicant argues that Bartfai does not disclose the deficiencies of Kristol, i.e. "the acknowledgement packet... does not indicate whether 
all targets have successfully received multicast information. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 

As seen in col. 10, lines 27-30 of Kristol, there is the possibility to retransmit the multicast information to a single target destination when 
there has been a packet lost. This strongly suggests that each target destination of the multicast information must be known as must the 
acknowledgement information for each target destination. Therefore, although the LW message may not explicitly disclose that each 
target destination is accounted for in the consolidated message, this must have been the case as Kristol clearly considers the possibility 
of retransmitting to a single target destination. 
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
